|T30R the first time since allied forces established a beachhead on 
* 
the Normandy peninsula, nazi Marshal Rundstedt Wednesday 
had thrown adequate power Into the battle to blunt the allied progress 
and to lead to reports of a somewhat fluid battiefront on the Cher­ 
bourg peninsula. Apparently , savage German tank thrusts had forced 
some changes in the allied battleline. At General Elsenhower’s head­ 
quarters spokesmen were confident the German infiltrations would 
soon be neutralized. 
There was even some disposition to welcome 
this nazI acceptance of the gauge of battle as ultimately facilitating 
the allied task of destroy ing German manpower. Amid the reports 
of savage German counter-attacks at Caen, Montebourg and Carentan, 
there was official confirmation of American seizure of Caumont, 20 
miles to the south. Its seizure marks the deepest penetration y et 
made into interior France by the allied armies.

AIMING AT ST. LO—The Importance General Eisenhower attached 
to occupation of Caumont suggested this little French hamlet may 
be one of the decisive factors in the campaign which is designed 
to break the German hold on the railway J unction of St. Lo on 
the Cherbourg peninsula, and on the pivotal town of Caen to the 
east.

MERELY A PINPOINT—-The little Norman village of Caumont is 
only a pinpoint on the map. with a population of 861 in the last 
census. It perches on fairly high ground, 600 feet above sea level, 
astride two secondary roads linking St. Lo with Caen. 
It Is ap­ 
prox imately 11 miles to the southeast of Bay eux , 17 miles to the 
southwest of Caen, and 10 miles due east of St. Lo.

IDEAL SPRINGBOARD—It has only seven streets but it is sur­ 
rounded by open, rolling country , sparsely wooded, and lends Itself 
admirably to large-scale artillery attack with its guns trained on 
both Caen and St. Lo. And the cutting of its roads deprives the 
Germans still another highway network, which though only a 
secondary one, nevertheless, must possess value in the increasingly 
difficult task von Rundstedt faces in supply ing his front-line forces. 
The forest of Cerlsy , which the allies captured, and in capturing, 
blew up the most important German supply dump in the region, 
is only seven miles away from Caumont’s higher ground which 
overlooks the entire present battle zones. 


CHANGING HANDS — But with the air activity mounting on a 
Wednesday of brilliant sunshine and cloudless skies, with smooth 
channel waters, reconnaissance pilots returning to the British bases 
brought back news of heavy , savage nazi counter-attacks all along 
the allied lines, and especially in the region of Montebourg and 
Carentan on the Cherbourg peninsula. Fighting had grown to such 
intensity Montebourg 
already had changed hands several times, 
and doubtless so has Carentan. with the result still at 
issue.

LITTLE SA'OSFACTION—Strangely , German broadcasts Wednesday 
continued to display growing anx iety in marked contrast to the 
calm satisfaction with which operations are viewed at allied head­ 
quarters. One nazi military spokesman seemed to take keen satis­ 
faction in reporting that the guns and troops constituting the gar­ 
rison of Cherbourg had not y et been engaged by the allies. The 
Germans continued to emphasize reported allied air and sea-borne 
landings at various points along the allied beachhead, none of 
which were confirmed specifically for obvious reasons by General 
Eisenhower, who only emphasized the continued reinforcement of 
American, British and Canadian armies in all sectors as a result of 
satisfactory weather conditions permitting of unbroken air support 
to the ground operations.

AIRFIELDS IN OPERATION—Great squadrons of gliders and tow 
planes continued to land throughout the day with fresh contingents 
of troops and supplies. Newly -constructed airstrips established on 
the beachhead, and possibly 20 or more of the airfields which the 
Germans had been forced to abandon under bombardment, 
facilitated the movement.

It is a siza ble a mount, slightly more tha n a 
twentieth of « 11 the ex penditures for highwa y con­ 
struction which this sta te ha s ma de since the be­ 
ginning of the progra m in 1917. 


Nebra ska ha s spent in ex cess of 140 millions 
in its sta te progra m. 
Under the provisions of federa l a id, the sta te 
itself puts up a dolla r for every dolla r received 
from Uncle Sa m’s trea sury, so tha t the present 
bill under considera tion by congress would ma ke 
17 millions a va ila ble in Nebra ska for highwa ys. In 
the a bsence of construction work since the be­ 
ginning of the wa p, there w ill be plenty of pla ces 
to put the money with its promise of employment 
for thousa nds.

The Tvio-Thirds Rule 


Democra ts of Tex a s a nd some of the other 
southern sta tes a re determined if possible to re­ 
ena ct the two-thirds rule for nomina ting in the 
na tiona l convention, threa tening if this rea ction­ 
a ry step is not ta ken tha t their electors w ill not 
vote for the pa rty nominees. 
This rule, ena cted 
origina lly for purely politica l purposes, split the 
pa rty in 1860, when Dougla s ha d a ma jority in 
ea ch of the 57 ba llots, but the south would not 
ha ve him, 
so the 
convention 
a djourned 
from 
Cha rleston, S. C., to Ba ltimore. 
There ca me the 
split, with two ca ndida tes—Dougla s a nd Breck­ 
inridge. 
* 
Perha ps the south is contempla ting something 
of tha t kind a ga in. 
When the two-thirds rule wa s a dopted in 1832 
it a pplied only to the 'nomina tion of the vice- 
president, J a ckson being the only ca ndida te for 
president. 
His choice for vice-president wa s Va n­ 
Buren a nd it wa s desired to show enemies of the 
la tter tha t he ha d no fea r, so the two-thirds rule 
wa s a dopted. 
In the 1836 convention, the rule

No other grea t modern na tion ha s ha d

to the fa ct tha t in more tha n one-third of this 
na tion a very la rge minority of the people a re 
deprived of pra ctica lly every civil right, including 
tha t of the fra nchise; tha t the la rgest sta te in the 
union ha s pra ctica lly threa tened to puli out if 
these infra ctions of the constitution a re interfered 
with. 
If we boa st of wha t we a re doing a nd ha ve 
done to a ssist our a llies in the wa r on the com­ 
mon enemy; if we ca ll for unity of effort a nd 
sa crifice a mong a ll lovers of liberty a nd justice, 
ma y not the emba ttled peoples beyond the sea s 
ca ll a ttention to the la ck of unity in our own 
la nd a nd to the fa ct tha t while we a re fighting 
for our lives, thousa nds of our owm people a re in 
effect fighting a ga inst us by refusing to work 
a nd thus provide us with the necessities of suc­ 
cessful wa rfa re?

prices for all farm commodities, 
by penalizing processors who do 
not pay parity . 
The proposal, with administra­ 
tion support, was approved after 
the admini.stralion won a thump­ 
ing victory as the house beat 
down, 8 7 to 191, the senate-ap­ 
proved Bankhead-Brown cotton 
tex tile amendment to the bill. 
Offered by Rep. Pace (D-Ga.), 
the parity amendment would re­ 
q uire processors to pay parity for 
farm commodities, or else they 
could charge only up to 90 per­ 
cent of OPA ceiling prices for 
their commodities. 
Cotton would be chiefly affect­ 
ed, since It is the only major farm 
commodity now selling below par­ 
ity . It now is about 1 cent below 
the 21.08 parity figure. 
The vote came after House 
Majority Leader McCormack of 
Massachusetts told the house that 
President Roosevelt would veto 
the measure ex tending price con­ 
trols for another y ear, if it con­ 
tained this amendment. 
Before rejecting the Bankhead- 
Brown amendment, the house de­ 
feated 103 to 18 9 art amendment 
by Rep. Crawford (R-Mich.) that 
would have forbidden OPA mak­ 
ing any price ceiling on any pro­ 
cessed 
agricultural 
commodity 
that did not reflect to the farmers 
standards set up in the 1942 sta­ 
bilization acts—a support price of 
parity . 
President Roosevelt hes essaUed the 
Bsnkhead-Brown amendment. OPA Ad­ 
m inistrator Chester Bowles asserted It 
would raise consumer costa of tex tilas 
by 8 250.000,000 or more a y ear. 
The senate approved the Bankhead 
amendment by a four-vote m anln last 
week. 
When the house completes passage 
of its bill it and the senate bill wlU 
be laid In the hands of a conference 
committee for adjustm ent of differences.

TITIE LIMIT IN 
KIMMEL. SHORT 
CASE EXTENDED 


WASHINGTON, 
June 
14 — 
(A P )—Against the recom m enda­ 
tion of the .secretaries of w ar and 
navy , President Roosevelt today 
ligned legislation 
extending 
the 
itatute of lim itations for possible 
Irlals growing out of the Pearl 
Harbor disaster aiW directing the 
lervices to investigate the catas­ 
trophe and commence proceed­ 
ings “as the facts may justify .” 
The m easure extends the stat­ 
ute of lim itations six months from 
June 7—until December 7, 19 44. 
Presidential Secretary Stephen 
Early announced that the presi­ 
dent approved the legislation last 
night, several day s after the June 
7 deadline for the trials had ex­ 
pired. 
In an accom pany ing statem ent, 
the 
president 
expressed 
confi­ 
dence that congress does not in­ 
tend 
for 
investigations 
of

Pearl 
H arbor raid to interfere 
w ith the w ar effort in any way . 
It was fear of such interference

Forrestal to suggest that the pres­ 
ident w ithhold his approval.

"The papers have been carrying a little about fhe G. I. Bill 
of Rights lately and something of the soldier vote bill," stated 
Corporal Harold Grossman, now "Somewhere in England" in a 
recent letter to his uncle, Dan Hill, of Lincoln. "It seems that 
almost 100 per cent of the boys would vote for President 
Roosevelt. 
"Right now, with the war still being fought, they would 
not think of having another man doing the iob." 
The letter continued: “They a ls o^ 
agree tha t Roosevelt is the m an 
even after the w ar has been won, 
providing the peace term s and 
reorganization 
is 
not complete. 
But, should the w ar be over to­ 
m orrow, the peace settled the day 
after tom orrow, and the world 
running smoothly again the day 
after that, they would m ore than 
lik ely be inclined to put a republi­ 
can in. 
“GOP Cho ice Do ubtful. 
“Who that m an would be is a 
question that is not discussed at 
great length. 
There is no practi­ 
cal reason for discussing it as the 
lik elihood for the latter to happen 
is so rem ote. 
"The w ar w ill last a good while 
longer, that fact k eeps popping up 
and the w ar is the deciding issue. 
W ith the w ar over, men back 
home w ith their loved ones, etc., 
etc., then people w ill change lead­ 
ers. 
Not until then.” 
“I m ade a statem ent a m inute 
ago that if the boy s could vote 
they would do this and*that. Well, 
I think that 2/3’ds of the boy s 
have not registered. 
They have 
been in the arm y tw o or more 
y ears and becam e of age in that 
time. 
Thus it w as necessary for 
them to go out of their w ay just a 
little to register and they didn’t 
do it. Sorry to say also that there 
are one or tw o who are too lazy to 
fill out a ballot and m ail it back 
to the states. 
Sense Of Duty . 
“Those of us who intend to vote 
have a very strong sense of duty 
and feel that we are throw ing 
away tw o votes, not one, if we 
fail to vote. 
If I don’t vote it 
m ak es one less vote for m y m an 
and no chance to even counter­ 
balance a vote against him. 
“Now the ballot itself: 
It m ust 
get to us first of all. 
Then, it 
m ust get the proper distribution
